The Cammittes of the London Stock

neutral sources,” It was known already 
‘that’ a steady: stream. of securities taken 
from Jewish owners in Czecho-Slovakia 
passing into neutral countries, 
and thence into London. So far as can be 
seen on the surface, there is nothing to 
show that any such deal is not what it 
purports, to be, but brokers are taking as 
many precautions ás possible, the general 
rule being to do foreign business only 
with firms whose names already are on 
the books as reputable stock and share 
clients. Under the War Regulations, all 
stocks are accompanied by the broker’s 
declaration that they have not been in 
enemy hands since war broke out. The 
Committee’s new warning, however, will 
be given its full weight, and even greater 
care will be exe in accepting foreign 
business.
